I believe, the fol- 
lowing conciſe Account of the Circulating and 
Catechetical Welch Charity, Schools, for the Year 
no expired, vig. from Michaelmas/ 1747, to Mi- 
chaelmas 1748, .caynot fail to afford them Matter 
of great Joy and Sale Go at preſent, as an Ear- 
neſt of their future Retribution; and will, I doubt 
not, excite their,Praiſes ro Him, that bleſſed their 
liberal Benevolence: For without a divine Bleſſing, 


it is hard to conceive, how this humble Attempt 
B could

could be attended with ſuch ſurpriſing Succefs ; or 
how it could grow, from ſo unpromiſing and ſmall 
a Beginning, to what it is at preſent. : 

THresx Charity Schools, S 18, have now ſpread 
themſelves ſo far over this Principality, that ſome 
of them are ſet up in every County of South and 
Nerth Wales, the County of Flint only excepted. 

B E pleaſed to underſtand further, that there 
have been in all, no leſs than One Hundred und 
Thirty Six Schools ſet up this Year. Some of them 
continuing Three Quarters, or a whole Year, in 
the fame Place. The Number of Scholars, 
taught therein, amounts to Six Thouſand, Two 
Hundred, and Twenty Three, as will appear by a 
Lift, annexed to this Paper; wherein are mentioned, 
the particular Places in the ſeveral Pariſhes and 
Counties, where they have been taught; to rhe 
End, that this Aﬀair may lie open to the Scru- 
tiny of all ſuch as pleaſe to examine into it: 

As a moſt formidable Poverty is increaſing 
among the low Ranks of People in this Country, 
and as the Schools extend now to ſeveral very 
remote Places, the neceſſary Expences incurred 
thereby, muſt, of Courſe, increaſe very confider- 
ably. Some Money muft be paid for the Car- 
riage of Books, to thoſe diſtant Places where the 
Schools are. Some Gratuities are given to poor 
Clergymen for Catechizing, and for inſpecting 
the Conduct of them: And I am to acknowledge, 
with great Thankfulneſs, that ſome Benefactions 

have 
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have been ſent for that particular Purpoſe, which 
have been laid out accordingly. However, it has 


| been found urgently needful, to employ alſo ſome .H 
other Perſons of Integrity, to inſpe& the Progreſs | 

7 of the Schools, the Behaviour and Accounts of the 

0 Maſters, and to ſee that they duly ths their 

Scholars every Day. 


Maxy Thouſand Books, of 3 Sorts, to 
5 the Value of Four Hundred Pounds and upwards, 
7 have been provided this Year; whereof ſome 
. are fold at half Price, and the reſt diſperſed gra- 
, tis: We are, likewiſe, to thank ſome of the cha- 
ritable Contributors, for directing their Benefac- 
tions to be laid out in this Way. And here, I can 
by no Means refrain from making this publick Ac- 
knowledgment, of two very generous Preſents, 
' given for my own Uſe; for which, I«deſire.ta 
return my very humble Thanks: In whatever de- 
, gree the Poor may ſhare in theſe Benefactions, 
the Reward and Thanks will be due to the original 
Donors. And I cruſt I ſhall always be of the Faith 
and Opinion, that there is not a better Way ta 
ſecure and improve what we are bleſſed with 
ourſelves, than by letting the Poor ſhare with 
us. 5 | 
Uyon a pretty (nearly) exact Computation of 
all the Expences above, added to the Salaries of 
the Schoolmaſters, which any one may eaſily ap- 
prehend to be conſiderable, for ſuch a: Number of - 
Schools; it appears, that about Six poor People, 
or Children, are taught for every Twenty Shillings, 
B 2 that 
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that are given to promote this Undertaking ; 
whereby it will, I hope, be evident, that no 
poſſible Care or Circumſpection is wanting to cul- 
tivate this Charity to the utmoſt Advantage; 
ſo that every Grain of it, if it pleaſe Go p to add 
his Bleſſing, may produce its ſalutary Fruit: I 
hope I may, therefore, very juſtly, and without 
Otfence, congratulate the Patrons of this chari- 
table Work, and praiſe Gop for the great Suc- 
ceſs of this Labour of Love, in Compariſon to the 
Charge attending it. 

I T is indeed, with Reluctancy, that I am con- 
ſtrained to let it be known, that the Donations of 
the laſt Year did hardly anſwer the Expence. If 
the Benefactors, (particularly ſome of them) had 
not been very bountiful, there would have been a 
great Deficiency. | | 

I T were to be wiſhed, that this charitable At- 
tempt, for inſtructing poor ignorant People, was 
more univerſally and fully known to good and 
well · diſpoſed Perſons, who, poſſibly, would then 
think, that ſome Part of what they deſigned for 
pious Uſes, might be uſefully employed this Way: 
For a Work of this Nature requires the joint 
Aſſiſtance of many Hands. We earneſtly hope, 
and pray Gop, that the Zeal wherewith charitable 
Perſons have hitherto ſupported it, may provoke 
others to aſſiſt them, that it may be ſtill carried 
on, more and more, to Perfection. 


TERRE is now a great Demand for theſe Cha- 


rity Schools ; and it 1s with humble Truſt in the 
| ſame 
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ſame good Providence, which hath bleſſed them 
hitherto, that they have begun to be ſet up again 
in very many Places, for the preſent Year. 
We doubt not, but every one who deſires ſin- 
cerely to be ſaved himſelf,” and who conſiders the 
Difference between the happy State of Salvation, - 
and the moſt woful State of endleſs Miſery, will 
feel a moſt tender and melting Diſpoſition within 
himſelf, to pity the Poor and Ignorant. - And it 
is humbly hoped, that every true Friend and 
Member of the bleſſed JIESUs, who makes the 
Intereſt of CR RIS TH his own, will ſurely beſtir 
himſelf on the Behalf of his holy Religion. 

Tu is is needful enough at all Times, and 
never more ſo than now. Pious Perſons cannot 
but clearly fee, and greatly lament, that notwith- 
ſtanding our late Frights and Troubles, and 
moſt imminent Dangers, and alſo our happy Pre- 
ſervation and Deliverance from them, Numbers 
of People have quite laid aſide all Concern about 
Religion, in any Shape; and ſome have taken up a 
fantaſtic one, that renders them leſs humble, more 
uncharitable, and worſe qualified for the Service 
of their Station, than before. The viſible De- 
cay of Chriſtian Piety, the bold Appearance of 
open and ſcandalous Profaneneſs, and the horrid 
Growth of Vice ſhew evidently, the dreadful 
Abuſe we have made of Go D's various Deal- 
ings with us; ſo that we can hardly eſcape from 
being yet puniſhed ſeven Times more for our Sins,

aur deſpiſed Religion. I pray Goo, that the 
ſpiritual Lethargy that ſeems to have ſeized too 
many, be not a fad Preſage of approaching Ca- 
lamities.

What ſhocking Havocks have 
been made by the Sword and Famine, Earth- 
quakes and Shipwrecks ? And beſides, the Rob- 
beries, Murders, and Violence, ſo rife among 
ourſelves, we hear of great Deſolations by the 
Mortality among the Cattle, and moſt dreadful 
Fires, both at Home and Abroad, We have been 
gently put in Remembrance of the Devouring Lo- 
cuſts alſo, which may riſe in their Seaſon, with a vaſt 
| Increaſe, by the righteous Judgment of Go p, to 
puniſh us for our Sins. And what had we then beſt 
do? It is certain, that a Nation has been often ſaved, 
and national Judgments often prevented, by Chari- 
ty, and ſhewing Mercy to the Poor; at leaſt, the

Their Works were not found perfect, they ſuffered 
the Deeds of the Wicked to remain without Cor- 
rection. Some called themſelves Fews, but were 
of the Synagogue of Satan. They ſemted to be 
religious; they made Profeſſion of worſhipping 
and of praifing Gov, but fince they bridled nat 1 
Tongue, but were Railers and Acciſers, their Re- 
ligion was vain, Others were lukewarm, and 
caret not for the Intereſt of Religion, but faid i in 
their Hearts, That they were rich or good enough, 
and wanted nothing; and knew not hat they were 
wretched"an miſerable, poor, blind, and naked.

ligion is now at a low Ebb, is fo evident to every 
impartial

evince it. Should we not then do ſomething to 
ſtrengthen the "Things which remain, but are 
ready to die? The good People of Gop can- 
not ſurely but lay this much to Heart, and grieve 
for itz but does not their heavenly Father, for his 
own. Glory, and for their Good, their future 


moſt glorious Reward, look for ſomething more 


than this from them? Should they not exert them- 
ſelves ſo much the more reſolutely, and lay them- 
ſelves out the more abundantly, to ſupport the ne- 
ceſſary Means of promoting the ſound Knowledge, 
and conſcientious Practice of decaying Religion 
among us ? 

W.xarT ſhould hinder this, but either too 
little Love to Go p, or too much to the World?

Bu r the overflowing Love, and communica» 
tive Nature of the divine Spirit, that rene vs, en- 
lightens and ſancti ſies every true Chriſtian, ſoftens 
the Heart into the moſt tender Inclinations of doing 
Good to all, and more particularly to all ſuch as 
are the greateſt and moſt affecting Objects of our 
Compaſſion; T mean, the moſt miſerable poot 
ignorant People and Children, who. want our 
Mercy to ſave their Souls, How glad, and how 
thankful to Go p ſhould we be, that they are diſ- 
poſed and defirous to receive our Aſſiſtance, in the 


Way they will be the greateſt Gainers by it, and 


in the Way that the great Go Þ is moſt of all glo- 
rified, our holy Religion beſt promoted, the End 
of the Saviour's redeeming Love beſt anſwered, 
and whereby we alſo earn to ourſelves the Se

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T # £5E poor Creatures are deeply involved in 
the general Corruption, Curſe, and Guilt of the 
human Race; the Conſequence of which, if not 
prevented, is ſo moving a Conſideration, that no 
one who ſeriouſly reflects upon it, can think of 
any greater Charity, than to help on their Inſtruc- 
tions, that they may be kept, bythe Power of God, 
through Faith, unto Salvation. Their | Helpers 
may aſſuredly believe, to their Comfort in all 
Conditions of Life here below, that they will be 
abundantly recompenſed Above, in the Realms of 
Glory; where their Joy will be ineffable, ſurpaſ- 
ſing the utmoſt Stretch of their Expectation: And 
vhen we contemplate the Joys of the Bleſſed, how 
natural is it for us to commiſerate the Caſe of theſe 
poor Creatures, who ſtand ſo much in need of 
our Charity, with reſpe& both to their Souls and 
Bodies ? 

T AH E moft likely, if not the ends Method of 
inſtructing them effectually, muſt be by a proper 
Method of Catechizing ; by which, I do not mean 
learning only by Heart the ſound Form of Words 
in our Church Catechiſm, but explaining to their 
Capacities, and inculcating upon their Minds, the 
Meaning of it; and confirming the Inſtructions 
contained in it, with pertinent Scripture Texts. If 
this be neglected, long Experience ſhews, that 
the moſt laborious Preaching, and all other Me- 
thods of reforming the Poor and Ignorant, will be 
but loſt Labour upon them. We know, it was 
wry much by Means of Catechizing, that the 

| primitive 
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primitive Chriſtians propagated Chriſtian Know- 
ledge. The Records of Antiquity inform us, of 
ſeveral famous Catechetical Schools they had to that 
End; as that at Alexandria, ſuppoſed to have 
been ſet up by St Mark the Evangeliſt; and ſuch 
another Catechetical School was, for a Time, taught 
by the famous Origen, at Ceſaria; as St Cyril did 
at Zeruſalem, who was afterwards Biſhop of that 
See. So that Catechizing is not a new Thing, no 
mean ſervile Office, nor yet an unneceſſary one. 
For as Chriſtianity, in the Beginning of it, was 
propagated by this Method, it is not probable, 
and hardly poſſible to retrieve its ancient Glory, 
Power, and Practice, whilſt this is neglected; nei- 
ther is it practicable to revive in the Church the 
Office of Catechizing, without Catechetical Schools. 

Bzs1Des the abſolute Neceſſity of Catechizing, 
towards the Reformation and Inſtruction of the 
Poor, it is acknowledged by all, who eſpouſe the 
Intereſt of Religion, how greatly the Diſtribu- 
tion of religious Books tends to the Promotion of 
itz as the daily publiſhing of ſo many profane | 
ones has greatly tended to debauch the Morals of 
the People of this Nation. 

Au Þ here I muſt beg to be excuſed, that we 
cannot refrain our heartieſt Congratulations, and 
moſt grateful Acknowledgments, to the worthy 
Members of the Society for promoting Chriſtian Knows- 
ledge, and to their moſt liberal Contributors and Fel- 
low-Labourers, in the Works of Charity, on Ac- 
5 count of their Succeſ in bringing about the largeſt 
5 C 2 Impreſſion 
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Impreſſion. that ever was of the Hoy Bible, in the 
ancient Britiſh Tongue. . Of all their great and ex- 
celtent Services for the Church of God, and his 
Holy Religion, this, for the Benefit of the Poor in 
Wales, is not ſurely the leaſt. We cannot but 
think, there is a peculiar Reward for ſuch a Work

'I HAave already begun to beſiow the Bibles 
intruſted to my Care; yet, alas! 81A, I can ſup- 
ply but a very ſmall Number, comparatively ; 
For I can very truly aſſure you, and it cannot be 
difficult for you to believe it, if you pleaſe to con- 
ſider the great Numbers of poor People, that have 


been inſtructed in the 1 Charity Schools, for 
Twelve 
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© Twelve Years paſt, that, to ſpeak within Compaſs, 
= there are now upwards of Twenty Thouſand deſirous 


to read the Bible, who are not able to purchaſe it. 
Such of them as are able to work, ufually-receive 
the Value of their Labour in Bread-Corn, being 
ſeldom paid in Money. As for many of the Aged 
and Infirm, they muſt - ſtill remain without the 
Word of Go d, if good People do not pleaſe fo 
far to conſider their pitiable Caſe, as to extend 
their Charity yet further, to make wn Proviſion 
tor them, 

Fox this Cauſe, * Penn * eminent Piery 
and Fortune have it much in their Thoughts, to join 
ſuch other charitable Perſons as thall pleaſe to fa- 
vour the Deſign, in purchaſing Welch Bibles for 
the Benefit of ſuch of the Poor, as devoutly fre- 
quent the Church on Sundays, and likewiſe, re- 
ſort to their Pariſh-Miniſters: to be catechized.

Isvrerosz it will be likewiſe granted, un ia 


order to render the Word of Go p more edifying 
and uſeful to the ignorant People, and to prevent 
their miſuſing it to their own Hurt, it will be al- 
ways neceſſary to provide ſeveral ſmall Treatiſes, 


particularly ſuch as relate to the Chriſtian Doctrines, 
contained in our Catechiſm, explaining and in- 
culcating the Faith and Practice, the Principles and 


Duties of Religion; which will render the reading 
of the Bible, and hearing of Sermons, more in- 
telligible 
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telligible and profitable to them, There have 
been no Pains ſpared to provide ſuch Books, and 
more are now providing ; but the Charge of them 
gives great Thoughts of Heart, I hope that to 


fay ſo much, will not be deemed an Exceſs of 


Freedom in me; for not to have mentioned it, 
would not have been juſt to this Undertaking, nor 
to the Poor, whoſe Benefit is intended by it, nor 
perhaps, to ſome charitable Perſons, who would 
be glad to beſtow their Charity where it is ſo greatly 
wanted. And now, as I have thus far diſcharged 
my Duty, and eaſed my Thoughts, in opening 
my Mind about it, I do, with entire Reſignation 
to the divine Will, humbly ſubmit the whole I 
have ſaid to the Candour of all good Men, to 
think about it, as it may pleaſe Go p to direct 
them. | 
LEAviNG therefore the Caſe (under the Influ- 
ence of Go »'s divine Bleſſing) to ſpeak for itſelf, 
I will forbear to plead for it; though I might very 
well be excuſed if I did fo, fince it would be for 
the Glory-of Gov, and the Advancement of our 
holy Religion, and for the Salvation of the Souls 
of our poor Brethren.

miſſion, and in the moſt humble and grateful Man- 
ner, to obſerve, that it has been the divine Plea- 


ſure ſignally to own. the Deſign, from the Begin- 


ning to this Time. Theſe little Nurſeries have 
all along been ſupported with a ſmall Fund, always 


ſufficient for the preſent Purpoſes of it, and provi- 


dentially repleniſhed, from Time to Time, with 
ſuch ſeaſonable Supplies as our Occaſions required. 

I think it my Duty to mention this, for the Glory 
of Go p, and to excite the Joy and Praiſe of the 


Friends and Patrons of this Charity, and for the 


Encouragement of all, who ſet about Well-doing; 
that they may manfully exert mm in the 
Service of Go p, without fainting, 

Ir cannot be doubted, I hope, but it was 
through the ſame kind Providence, in favour of 
theſe Seminaries, that they have paſſed through 
and ſurvived all the Obſtructions and groundleſs 
Obloquies of ignorant and evil-minded People, 
and have at length (in this Country at leaſt) very 
happily emerged above ſuch invidious Surmiſes, 
and ſenſeleſs Reproaches, as are uſually beſtowed 
very plentifully on Deſigns of this Kind; inſo- 
much, that they have gained the univerſal Appro- 
bation of good People every where, I believe 
there is not ane Clergyman, thoroughly acquainted 
with theſe Catechetical Charity Schools, and who 
ſeems to do any Thing in Earneſt towards carry- 
ing on a Reformation in his Pariſh, who has not 
deſired the Aſſiſtance of them, and afterwards been 

very 
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very thankful for them, Miſtaken Notions and 
Prejudices about them are daily vaniſhing away, 
Tals may be ſpecified, by what a Clergyman 
from Nortb. Hales wrote to me lately, who had. a 
Welch Schad in his Pariſh, and where there wag 
the greateſt Oppofition at firſt. Thus he ſays in 
His late Letter: I endeavoured, in all Compa- 
<c..nies, to remove their Prejudices againſt the 
< elch Schools; and ſucceeded ſo well, that be-

Number of Children that came to School, will 
<< profit thereby, do Good in their Generation, 
« and communicate what they have been taught 
et to their Children. Certain I, am, that my 
Method of Catechizing, will be greatly facili- 
stated hereby; for I find my private Explana- 
« tion to have greater Impreſſion upon chem ale 
« ready*.” 
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N. B. The Publiſher of this Account is ready (if called upon) 
to produce above 'an Hundred Teſtimonials, received the laſt 
' Year, from Clergymen and others, concerning the Worth and 
Uſefalneſs of theſe Schools, but which he does not communicate 
to the Public, as heretofore, to ſave the Expence of Printing. 
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Ir has been obſerved, that the Welch Schools 
are always moſt beneficial and uſeful in the Pariſhes 
of Catechizing Miniſters, which we wiſh were more 
numerous. I am credibly informed, that they 
produce, by the Bleſſing of Gop, very happy Ef- 
fects every where; inſomuch that this Labour of 
Love is not in vain in any Place. The Poor Scho- 
lars, whether they be Children, or Adults, though 
very ignorant before, give now ſuch an Account 
of their Knowledge in Religion, as very much 
affects and ſhames other People; inſomuch that 
ſeveral, eſpecially their Parents, cannot refrain 
Tears when they hear their Children catechized. 
There is alſo a viſible Reformation among them, 
with very hopeful Appearance that many of them 
have felt the humbling Power of true Repentance. 
So evident it is, that their Benefactors deſerve the 
Thanks and Prayers of all this Country. 

WaHarT remains, but that all good People, who 
make Conſcience of addreſſing their heavenly 


= Father at the Throne of Grace, be intreated 


to remember this Work in their daily Devo- 
© tions. The Benefactors alſo, and all Well-wiſh- 
ers to it, are further moſt humbly deſired, to com- 
2X municate ſuch Advice or Direction as may be ſug-

= Thing relating to the Succeſs of it may be con-

ner. And whereas Attempts of this Nature are 
generally ſubje& to various Opinions and Reflec- 
D tions, 
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tions, and to the Miſreports of the Diſaffected; 
and as this Undertaking, in particular has met 
with the ſame Kind of Treatment ; it 1s not, as I 
humbly apprehend (I beg Pardon if it is) an im- 
modeſt Requeſt, that the Reporters of any Miſ- 
demeanour or Miſbehaviour in theſe little chari- 
table Seminaries, be deſired to particularize in 
Writing, what, when, and where the Miſdemean- 
our was; that if the Information be true, the 
Fault may be corrected immediately; and if not, 
that there may be Room to defend a good Cauſe, 
or any Perſon concerned in it, from ſuffering 
wrongfully. For it is not the Cauſe only that 
will ſuffer by a falſe Accuſation, but an injurious 
Cenſure will likewiſe be reflected on the Miniſters 
of the Pariſhes where the Schools are erected, 
who certify the Behaviour of the School- Maſters. 
Theſe are commonly of their own Choice and Ap- 
pointment; the Care and Conduct of the Schools 


and School-Maſters being always ſubmitted to 


them. Now it is humbly apprehended, that con- 
demning a Thing as bad in the general, without 
producing any one particular Inſtance of its Bad- 
neſs, is not very fair and candid, and can hardly 
appear a ſufficient Cauſe of Condemnation in the 
Eye of an impartial Judge. Very difficult it is, 
ſometimes, to examine narrowly into the Truth of 
a general Charge; nor at all eaſy to prove a nega- 
live Defence, be it ever ſo juſt in Behalf of the In- 
jured, where the Particulars of the defaming Af- 
firmative are not expreſly aſcertained, We know

it was not the Manner of the Romans to condemn 
any Perſon till the Accuſers and the Accuſed were 


had Face to Face; and it would ſurely ill become 


Chriſtians to deviate from, or diſregard ſo wiſe, 
humane, and equitable a Rule. Defamation is 
ſo common, and that which moſt People complain 
of, all are liable to, and ſome ſuffer grievouſly by, 
it is but juſt, that ſo baſe, ſo inhuman a Practice 
ſhould be diſcouraged all Manner of Ways.

In theſe Schools (ſupported by the charitable Bene- 
factions of the Well-diſpoled, whom we pray 
God to bleſs and reward) Men, Women, and 
Children, being ignorant of the Engliſh Tongue, 
are taught to read their native Britiſß Language, 
and inſtructed daily in the Principles and Duties 
of Religion, out of the Church Catechiſm, and 
the Explanation of it, for Four or Five, and 
ſometimes for Six Months, or longer, as thoſe 
who deſire to learn have Need of them, and at 
ſuch Times of the Year, as the Poor can beft 
ſpare from their Labours to attend them. 

N. B. Some Engliſh Charity Schools are included, 
ſet up of late for the Poor that did not under- 


ſtand Welch.
